The vote in the United States senate, 
B4 to 34, placing that body on record in 
favor of immediate revision of excessive 
tariff rates, has sig nificance, but not so 
much as would appear on its face.

Beyond doubt, the western men are 
discontented, they are resentful and re­ 
bellious, but that does not mean that 
they would toe the mark were a low 
tariff bill broug ht into the senate from 
the house. 
To g o on record 
in

During the fall the weather prophets 
were about equally 
divided 
in “early 
winter” and “late winter schools.” 
Now 
that winter is well on its three months’ 
journey some g oose bone prophets fore­ 
tell a cold, wet summer and others see a 
hot and dry season approaching . 
About 
next September the 
public 
will know 
whieh g uess was the best. 
It has been predicted that this is to be 
“a year without a summer,” like 1816. A 
New York state ‘diarist in 1816 recorded 
snow on June 6 and 8, freezing weather 
up to June 14, frost on June 28, back­ 
ward crops in July because of unseason­ 
able weather and frost on Aug ust 24. 
There are many “sig ns” on which this 
unpromising prediction of a cold summer 
is based but the one most frequently cited 
is the recollection (its accuracy 
is 
not 
vouchsafed) that the 
six 
exceptionally 
w’arm summers preceded the frig id sum­ 
mer of 1816 and that during the last six 
summers temperatures east of the Rocky 
Mountains have been 
g enerally 
above 
normal. 
The theory is entertained that 
to compensate for the hig h temperatures 
there must be a season of unusually low 
thermometer reading s. 
There is too little known of the se­ 
quence of weather conditions over a long 
period of years to waiTant the forming 
of such conclusions as the one-in-seven 
theory of the long distance weather fore­ 
casters. 
Much is said about “weather 
cycles,” but the “prophets” seem to be 
unable to ag ree upon the time it takes 
to complete that cycle.
